Arrival of the President-Eleet 
at the Capital. 


THE UNTERRIFIED ON DRESS PARADE- 


Seenes on Pennsylvania Avenue the Night 
Before the Inauguration—Cleveland 
Makes His. initial Bow in 
the White House.

WasHinatox, March 3.—At 7 o’clock

The President-elect was accompanied 
by his brother, Rev. L. Cleveland, wife 
and child; his sisters, Mrs. Hoyt and Miss 
Cleveland; his niece, Miss Mary Hastings; 
Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Manning and Col. 
Daniel Lamont, wife and two children. 
After a delay of about ten minutes, Chair- 
man Berret and Mr. Galt, of the Inaugu- 
ral Committee, put in an appearance and 
were introduced to the President-eleci. 
Some twenty minutes were required to 
secure carriages, and it was ten minutes 
to 8 o’clock before the party disembarked. 
Meanwhile, news of the arrival of the 
party had spread, and a crowd gathered 
around the Pullman car ‘‘Maranon’’ and 
stared hard at the President-elect. who 
bere the scrutiny with equanimity. 
When the carriages arrived the party 
alighted and proceeded through the 
ladies’ waiting room to the north en- 
trance, the President-elect leading with 
Chairman Berret. He wore a blue over- 
coat and a silk hat, end did not ap- 
pear to be at all fatigued by his'night's 
journey. Carriages were taken, and the 
party proceeded to the Arlington, where 
a hasty toilet was made and breakfast 
served. 
THE SUB COMMITTEE CALLS. 

The Sub-Committee, appointed by the 
Inauguration General Reception Commit- 
tee to welcome the President-elect. to 
Washington, ealled on him by appoint- 
ment this afternoon. Their chairman 
(Hon. Richard T. Merrick), after intro- 
ducing his fellow-members, expressed a 
warm welcome in a few well chosen words, 
and Governor Cleveland: felicitously re- 
turned his acknowledgment. An informal 
conversation ensued for som time, and 
the committee then individually took 
their leave. 

After the call of the Citizens’ Reception 
Committee, Cleveland continued to re- 
ceive callers until 6 o’tlock, when he 
dined at the hotel. Among those who 
called were Hendricks, Vilas, Secretary 
McCulloch, Leonard Farnsworth, Daniel 
Manning, Senator German, Senator Gar- 
land and General Sheridan and three 
members of his staff.. Hendricks called 
about noon and had a long talk with 
Cleveland. It was after 8 o’clock when 
Cleveland and Lamont appeared in the 
parlors after dinner? and from that hour 
until 10 o0’clock the President-elect con- 
tinued to receive callers, who were ad- 
mitted only after sending in their cards. 
At 10 o0’clock Cleveland retired. He will 
leave the hotel to-mérrow morning at 11 
o’clock for the White House and from 
there will be driven to the Capitol. 

HENDRICKS’S CALLERS. 

Hendricks received a large number of 
callers to-day. In the evening he was 
serenaded by sevéral visiting organiza- 
tions and in acknowedging one of these 
compliments tendered him by the Busch 
Zouaves,of St. Louis, and the Fiambeau 
Clnb, of Kansas, said he regarded the 
demonstrations to-day as ‘‘endorsements 
of the principles of pure and honest gov- 
ernment.”’ 

AT THE WHITE HOUSB. 


WaAsHINGTON, March 3.—The White 
House building and grounds were 
crowded with visitors to-day. The east 


room was the only one open to sight- 
seers. The President was kept very busy 
during the day signing the acts of 
Congress and attending to other official 
matters. The members of the United 
States Supreme Court, headed by Chief 
Justice Waite, called just before noon and 
took leave of the President. A meeting 
of the Cabinet was held at noon and 
lasted two hours, all the members being 
present. The session was devoted to 
clearing up all official business requiring 
action during the present administration. 
At 2:30 the President received the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps. All the 
legations were represented, and it seemed 
as if every diplomat in the city was 
present to take official leave of the Presi- 
dent. While arrangements were being 
made for packing and removing the 
personal effects of the President and 
family, a large express wagon drove up 
to. the main entrance and deposited a 
number of trunks, boxes and parcels, 
containing personal effects of President- 
elect Cleveland and his private secretary. 
After the President has reviewed the 
inaugural procession, he will proceed to 
the residence of Secretary Frelinghuysen, 
whose guest he will be for two or three 
weeks. President-elect Cleveland called 
on President Arthur this afternoon. 

THE CITY ON THE EVE OF INAUGURATION 

DAY 

presents a scene of extraordinary activity, 
excitement and enthusiasm. The fronts 
of all the buildings on Pennsylvania av- 
enue are nearly concealed by flags and 
shields and festoons of bunting so that 
the street is almost literally walled in 
with tricolored tapestry. The lanterns 


of the street lamp posts have been re- 


moved and the gas flames surrounded by 
colored globes. Electric lights blaze on 


the brilliantly illuminated streets, under 
fluttering streamers and banners, move 
crowds of inauguration visitors. Military 
organizations in full uniform, headed by 
fine bands, lighted with locomotive head- 
lights and flanked with torches, are con- 
stantly passing back and forth through 
Pennsylvania avenue and Fifteenth street, 
on their way to or from the headquarters 
of the President-elect, and are greeted 
with cheers as they wheel around the cor- 
ners between the throngs of spectators. 
Around the Arlington Hotel, where the 
President-elect is staying, there has been 
a great throng of people all the evening, 
watching the arriving and departing 
troops, and listening to the serenades 
which the bands successively play under 
Mr. Cljeveland’s windows.

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DETERMINED STRIKERS. 


Only the Mail Car Allowed to Run: 
on the Texas Pacitic. 
GaLoEsTon, Tex., March 3.—The News’ 
Marshall special says the striking em- 
ployes of the Texas Pacific shops carried 
out the resolution adopted at their meet- 
ing by stopping all passing freight trains 
to-day. Eleven trains are now 
standing in the yard, several cars 


being loaded with perishable goods. The 
strikers this afternoon notified the offi- 
cers of the road that within twenty-four 
hours all passenger trains will be stopped, 
but an engine with the mail car 
can be carried through. If the com- 
pany refuses to send a conductor, the 
strikers will detail one of their number 
to take the mails tothe Pacific Coast. 
Good order prevails. No attempts have 
been made to destroy any property. The 
city authorities are watching every move- 
ment of the strikers, but as vet have 
found no cause to interfere. The com- 
mittee from the Marshall shops to-day 
visited Long View, the junction of the 
Texas Pacitic and International Great 
Northern road to induce the round-house 
employes to join the strike.

Vest hoped the Senate would agree with 
the House provision regarding the Okla- 
homa matter, and moved that the Senate 
recede from its amendment.
